G.S.R. 87 (E).—^In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 10 of the Salary and Allowances of Leaders of 
Opposition in Parliament Act, 1977 (33 of 1977), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Leaders of Opposition in Parliament (Allowances, Medical and Other Facilities) Rules, 1977, namely ;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Leaders of Opposition in Parliament (Allowances, Medical & Other Facilities) 

Amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the SOU) day of August, 1997. 

2. In the Leaders of Opposition in Parliament (Allowances, Medical & Other Facilities) Rules, 1977, in rule 17, in 
sub-rule (2), 

(i) in clause (b), for the words “twenty five thousand” the words "fifty thousand" shall be substituted; 

(ii) in clause (c), for the words "twenty five thousand" and “twelve thousand five hundred” the words “fifty thousand” 
and “twenty five thousand” shall respectively be substituted;

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The two leaders of Opposition in Parliament were being provided, a telephone at their usual place of residence in the 
constituency or at a place within the State which they represent or within the state they reside. The charges for local calls upto 
25,000 per annum till dissolution of 11th Lok Sabha were being borne by the Government. 

In case of Members of Parliament, the number of free local calls admissible on such telephone has been increased with 
effect from 30-8-1997 from 25,000 to 50,000 per annum. Accordingly, the number of free local calls admissible to the leaders 
of opposition are also increased from 25,000 to 50,000 per annum. As it increases the quantum of the facility, nobody is likely 
to be adversely effected by giving such amendments retrospective effect. 
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
